Normal Confusion 
/CONFUSION in a self-governing nation is a 
^ normal condition. It ;s dangerous only to 
the extent that it undermines confidence in 
government as a whole. 


Confusion which results from efforts to do 


something is not dangerous. On the contrary, 
it is a sign of vigor. 
There would be, after 


all, less confusion if there were fewer efforts 
to do something and, consequently, fewer con- 
troversies. 


There is no confusion in a closely-regimented 


society—so far as the general public is con- 
cerned. 
All decisions are made in a way that 


leaves no room for discussion. 


But this does not mean there is no confusion. 


It means only that the confusion of the despots 
making the decisions is concealed from the 
people who must abide'by the decisions. 


Confusion in the United States will multiply 


for months to come, because the United States 
has undertaken a program of action. If at any 
time before this country again feels reasonably 
secure there were to be a letup in confusion, 
it would be a sign of danger. 


Now For Happy New Year 
OHORTLY AFTER the beginning of the New 
'-^ year, the dream-walking which led to the 
holidays will come to an abrupt end. 


Since last June, most of us have been trying 


In varying degrees to keep our eyes closed to 
a new set of realities—some of the most un- 
pleasant ones likely to be encountered in a 
lifetime. 


The further fact Is that this can't go on for- 


ever. 
The holidays have shed a rosy glow 


over the disintegration of the illusion that 
peace and security somehow would be drawn 
out of World War II. 


There is no peace, and there Is no security. 


There is, Instead, an urgent necessity to get 
ready In every conceivable way for all the con- 
ceivable upsets and hardships of wartime. 


When it Is time to KO' Christmas shopping 


again, there will be less to buy and less to 
buy with. The United States will have paid 
the full price of the defeat in Korea. It prob- 
ably will have become involved in new military 
action. 
It 
is possible that 
the preliminary 


battling wi!l be over and the major war which 
the Kremlin is seeking will be under way. 


Hundreds of thousands of civilians will have 


been added to the military services. Washing- 
ton will be presiding over the Inevitable chaos 
of federal economic controls. 


There was no room for reservations !n the 


wish for a Merry Christmas. But allowances 
will have to be made for Happy New Year.

MAN CALLED me on Ihe 


* 
telephone from Boston, spend- 


ing money to tell me that he dis- 
agreed with me about an article. 
I like to know about disagree- 
ments, which often only confirm 
me in my fundamental convic- 
tions. 


This man denounced me for be- 


ing a Red-baiter, which I am, be- 
cause he said that what made men 
Communists are inequalities, by 
which he meant racial inequali- 
ties. It turned out that this man 
is a Negro. 


I recognize that human beings 


show likes and dislikes for in- 
dividuals, races and classes of 
man, 
and that most of us think 


that what we are is generally 
best. Each race regards itself as 
the chosen people. 


I never shall forget sitting near 


a friend at a dinner party, a man 
whom I admire, yet who is so 
Anglo-Saxon that he could not 
resist telling me that what is 
wrong with this country is the 
queer kinds of people who have 
come to it, meaning people like 
me, of course. When I walked 
across the line and took my posi- 
tion with my ancestors, he was 
not a little shocked. 


This 
sort 
of 
thing happens 


when Frenchmen talk about Ger- 
mans and when Germans talk 
about Frenchmen. It is a universal 
attitude, indefensible, but true. I, 
myself, because of my long life 
among Asiatics and my family re- 
lationships with Chinese, feel no 
sense of race. Yet I know that 
most Orientals regard themselves 
as racially superior to all Euro- 
peans. 


SO WHEN this Negro made ra- 


cial inequalities the explanation 
for communism, he talked non- 
sense, for racial inequality is as 
old as man and is fully descrioed 
in the earliest books of the Bible, 
whereas communism is a com- 
paratively new movement, just 
over » century old and only ef- 
fective since 1917. 


Racial prejudice, like religious 


prejudice 
and 
color 
prejudice, 


and just plain downright preju- 
dice, arises from a psychological 
response to the challenge of su- 
periority. In a word, if you are as 
good as I am, then I am not so 
good. Further, there Is the old 
adage of birds of a feather pre- 
ferring to play together. 


This Negro on the telephone 


told me of his troubles and ended 


by lauding France, where they 
treated him .as an equal. I could 
not help aking him why, if he 
prefers France, does he not live 
there. And that is a sound ques- 
tion, for no man has to live in the 
United States. 


That is something we too often 


forget in discussing deportation 
cases and other matters. No man 
has to live in the United States. 
Anybody is free to leave this 
country. You might say that Paul 
Robeson is not free to leave the 
United States, because the State 
Department will not give him a 
passport. 


The truth is that Mr. Robeson is 


not being given a passport because 
our government has found that 
when abroad, he, as an American 
citizen, makes speeches which our 
government regards as detrimen- 
tal to this country. 


Most 
Americans 
resent 
Mr. 


Robeson, not as a Neijro, but as 
an American. It has nothing to do 
with his being a Negro any more 
than resentment over the 
mis- 


sionary Dryden Phelps has any- 
thing to do with being a Baptist. 


SO WHEN I asked this caller 


from Boston why, if he prefers 
France, he does not live there, 
I asked a good question. He did 
not give the right answer, which 
could be: 


"True, they won't let me sit in 


some hotels; true, there Is Jim 
Crow and lots of other situations, 
but this United States is still the 
most comfortable place on earth 
for anyone to live in. And while 
maybe a few problems have to be 
handled, I would rather be an 
American than a citizen of any 
other country." 


He did not say that. He said: 


"Neither you nor anybody else is 
going to push me out." 


He missed the point, but it is 


dangerous that he missed 
the 


point. All this talk you hear about 
minorities and prejudices and an- 
to-defamation is a response to ac- 
celerated hatreds to which men 
have devoted themselves for two 
decades. They first create their 
targets of hate and then stimulate 
a response. 


None of this solves any Ameri- 


can problems and it will not serve 
in the years to come The issue 
here is bound to be that if anyone 
dislikes America so much that he 
is uncomfortable here, the coun- 
try would be improved by his 
absence—permanently.

After a reverse of the kind w» 


have met in Korea, only a dic- 
tator might manage to avoid an 
inquiry and an accounting. In this 
country it would be very foolish 
indeed to try to avoid them. 


And so the longer 
President 


Truman and Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson go on evading a 
deep 
and 
thorough discussion 


with their 
serious critics, the 


more vulnerable they will make 
themselves 
to 
their 
partisan, 


factional and peisonal enemies. 
An honest search 
for a more 


successful policy is the only true 
alternative to 
the 
search 
for 


scapegoats and partisan advant- 
age. 


Mr. Dewey and Mr. Hoover be- 


long, of course, to the serious op- 
position with which a national 
policy that the people will sup- 
port will have to be hammered 
out on the anvil of debate. 


Their speeches will show all 


the marks of a quick and pre- 
dominantly emotional reaction to 
the Korean defeat. Their speeches 
are useful chiefly because they 
are sincere and earnest opening 
attempts to re-examine our pol- 
icy. 


The two speeches are highly 


theoretical expressions of the two 
extremes—not of actual policy in 
the real world but of opinion in 
men's minds. That two such em- 
inent Republicans should be so 
far apart on such fundamental 
matters shows that the issues con- 
fronting us are, at any rate, not 
partisan issues' 


THE CRUCIAL difference be- 


tween the two men begins with 
their radically different beliefs 
about the size of the American 
Army. Mr. Dewey called for "a 
swift acc-eleiation of the draft" to 
bring the Army "to a strength of 
not less than 100 divisions, and 
our divisions are nearly twice as 
large as Russian divisions . . .'' 
Mr. Hoover, on the other hand,

says that "we have little need for 
large armies unless we are go- 
ing to Europe or China" and— 
differing sharply from Mr. Dewey 
—Mr. Hoover does not wish to 
go to Europe or to China.

fighting on a front of about 15,- 
000 miles around the fringes of 
Russia and China. The Hoover 
Policy is to skip the army and 
abandon the Eurasian mainland. 


It would not be difficult to 


demonstrate that each policy is 
in its separate way quite unwork- 
able Thus, the armed coalition 
that Mr. Dewey's theory calls for 
could not be raised, trained and 
equipped— even if we assume 
theoretically that everybody in 
the non-Communist world work- 
ed for it selflessly—for several 
years. 


What possible reason is there 


for thinking — even theoretically 
—that the Russians and the Chi- 
nese with their superior armies 
would permit a coalition able to 
crush them to be formed near 
their frontiers? 
Would we sit 


still and do nothing for two or 
three years while well-advertised 
Communist armies were being 
conscripted, drilled and armed in 
Mexico and Canada? 


MR. HOOVER, on the other 


hand, is so disguested with land 
waifaie that he wishes to tell 
Premier Stalin to help himself 
to the mainland of Europe, Asia 
and Africa. Mr. Hoover is pre- 
pared to fight only to defent the 
islands of the Atlantic and the 
Pacific oceans. This with-drawal 
of our guarantees is a surrender 
greater than any Premier Stalin 
and Mao have ever called for.

destroyed 


Not everything can be defended 


by deterrent power — especially 
not a primitive country which is 
attacked by a primitive army. But 
western Europe almost certainly 
can be defended against military 
conquest if it has become certain 
that western Europe cannot be 
taken over as a going concern 
and that the price for trying is 
a powerful retaliation.
